The Protest. 

The Secretary proceeded to read it, ns fol- 
lows : 

" Protest of the minority of the Senate ol the] 
I'nited States ayttinst the pnssar/e of the 
House bill Xo. 46, entitled ' An act to define I 
and punish certain conspirators.' 
"The undersigned, members of the Senate, 
dissent from the pussage of the bill on the fol- 
lowing grounds : : ' 

.Mr. Sumner — I would nsk whether such a 
paper is in order? 

The President pro tempore — The question 
of order can not be raised on any paper 
until it is read for the information of the Son- 
ate. 

Mr. Sumner — The paper, by its title, shows 
that 

The President pro tempore — The Chair de- 
decides it to be in order at present. 

The Secretary continued the reading as fol- 
lows: 

•■ The Government of the I'nited States is a 
Government at specially delegated powers. ; 
and though treason is one of the highest . 
crimes known to the law, it is I political of- 
fense. 

"To guard agatnot the abuses which in times 
of high excitement hud, in the History of 
England, previous to the revolution of l')88, 
too oftefi sacrificed able, virtuous, and inno- 
cent men on charges of treason and kindred 
offenses, unaccompanied by acts, the Consti- 
tution of tho I'nited States expressly de- 
fines the crime of treason in the following 
terms : 

"Aht.8. Sec. a. 'Treason against the United 
States shall ooneist only In levying war against 
them, or in adhering to their enemies, giving 
them aid and comfort. ' 

" It further provides that ' no person shall 
be convicted of treason tmlftsson the testimony 
of two witnesses to the same overt act, or od 
confession in open court.' 

"Tho intent to restrict Congress in the 
creation of crimcsof the nature created by this 
bill seems obvious; for in treason all are prin- 
cipals. and in any conspiracy of the kindstated 
in the bill, an overt act in pursuance of it. 
proved by two witnesses, would be treason 
against the I'nited States. 

"Thus the creation of an ofTcnse, resting in 
intention alone, without overt act, would ren- 
der nugatory the provision last quoted, and 
the door would be opened for those shnihtr 
oppressions and cruelties which, under tho 
excitement of political struggles, have so often 
disgraced the past history of the world. The 
undersigned can conceive no possible object 
in defining the crime of treason by our ances- 
tors, and requiring proof by two witnesses to 
the samo overt act to justify the conviction of 
the accused, unless it be to restrict the power 
of Congress in tho creation of a political crime 
kindred to treason, and charged as resting in 
intent alone, which would, if accompanied by 
an overt act, lie treason. 

" It matters not that the punishment pre- 
scribed in the law is not death, but imprison- 
ment ; for the passage of tho bill, though it 
might not affect the life of en innocent man. 
would give, from the uncertainty of the of- 
fense charged, and the proof requisite to sus- 
tain it. the utmost latitude to prosecutions 
founded on personal enmity and political ani- 
mositv and the suspicions as to intention 
which they inevitably engender.

Progress of Tyranny. 

Edward Bat»s, Attorney General of Abe 
Lincoln, the Usurper, has written and pub- 
lished an opinion, asserting that the President 
has the right to suspend the writ of habeas 
corpus, without authority of Congress, and 
that the President is not amenable to the 
courts for his acts in so doing. This opinion 
of Bates, conceding it any validity, upsets the 
whole philosophy of English and American 
law, overthrows tho Constitution, sets aside 
Congress, tramples the Supreme Court under 
foot, and installs the President as a dictator, 
answerable to no tribunal but his own will. 
Such a jumble of ideas and such a shambling, 
loose, and unscrupulous presentation of their, 
wo have nover seen in any document purport- 
ing to treat of grave questions of State. The 
opinion will bo received with scorn by the le- 
gal profession and by all intelligent citizens 
who understood tho theory of human rights 
and tho safeguards necessary for their protec- 
tion. It is an opinion which only an obse- 
quious minion would render in obedience to 
the demand of a tyrant, and which even a 
crown lawyer would have hesitated to file in 
the Court of Judge Jeffries. But men are 
alike in all ages ami under all forms of gov- 
ernment. England had her Stuarts, her Lauds, 
her Jeffries; wo have our Lincoln a, our Bates, 
and others, of the same. sort. 

The Seized Guns. 

The Yeoman of this morning contains the 
proclamation of the Governor, requiring the 
restoration to the State authorities of the guns 
unlawfully seized at Mayfield, andaportion of 
which were carried into Fulton count}-. 

In relation to that portion of the arms thus 
unlawfully seized, which wero carried into 
Tennessee, we are happy to say that the au- 
thorities of that Stato have sent them back 
precisely to the point whence they entered 
that State, and they are now completely in the 
control of the Kentucky authorities. This 
will obviate the mission of Col. >Vood, ac- 
credited by the Governor to demand the re- 
storation of the guns by the State of Ten- 
nessee. But the Governor has aUo appointed 
an additional agent to enforce by legal means 
the return of the arms to the State Arsenal. 
"Whatever else may be said, the Governor's of 
Kentucky and Tennessee have performed 
their duties promptly and efficiently. 

Wo learn nothing in regard to the State j 
arms unlawfully seized at Newport by the j 
Abolitionists there; but we trust the action of 
the Governor will vindicate, the majesty of the 
law upon all tho offenders a3 well at Newport 
as at Mayfield.

Characteristic Yankee Folicy. 
The New York Herald of July 31, pro- 
pounds a scheme for the Bubjugation of the 
South which we copy below. Prior to thepres- 
| ent war, the Herald, of all northern papers, 
; was most conspicuous in professed opposition 
to abolitionism. Indeed it was regarded as an 
| ultra southern organ. But now road the pro- 
gramme by which it proposes to subjugate 
the South. It matters not to say the pro- 
! gramme is impracticable and ridiculous. 
, That is very true. But it is worth our noting 
j for the animus which it develops. It is char- 
acteristic of the northern mind, furnishing 
signal cumulative proof of its meanness, mal- 
ice, perfidy, and treachery. It is just worthy 
of Yankeeism to think of confiscating slave 
property, selling slaves to '-poor whites" at 
$25 each, and thus paying out of others' earn- 
ings, the dishonest dents their profligate poli- 
cy has created — that is Yankee all over. It 
is not possible to maintain any kind of alliance 
with a perfidious people. No pledges, no 
oaths, no laws, can bind them. They will 
trample constitution, government, Union, 
and every thing in the dust, to gratify their 
fanaticism and avarice: 

How to End the War by Next Hay. 
Congress has voted 609,000 men and $600,- 
000,000 to carry on the war in which the gov- 
ernment is embarked to put down the great 
rebellion. There is nothing left for us but to 
go through it; but the question is, how it can 
be carried to a speedy termination; for a long, 
languishing war would be destructive to 
every interest. The plan, then, is to raise 
000,000 '"en instead of 500.000, and to raise a 
loan of 8000,000,000 instead of $600,000,000. 
The defeat at Bull Ban will malic the war 
cost us $100,000,000 more than would havo 
been necessary had not that foolish advance 
on Richmond been made. Under the organ- 
izing mind of McClellan, let the 000,000 men 
be sent to some twenty or thirty camps of 
instruction, and, after being duly drilled and 
formed into corps under the best officers, lot 
200,000 be placed on the lino, of tho Potomac 
by next October, and then let •200,000 bo sent 
down the Mississippi, capturing all tho cities 
on its hanks, including New Orleans. Then 
let 200,000 more be sent by sea to operate in 
sundry columns from the Atlantic coast, cap- 
turing Charleston, Savannah, Mobile, and 
Pensaoola. As nearly the whole fighting el- 
ement of the South is now in Virginia, the 
cotton States would be rapidly conquered; for 
the rebel army between Richmond and Wash- 
ington could not go to their relief, with 200,- 
000 Union troops in their rear, on the banks 
of the Potomac, ready to march after them, 
takins Richmond on the way. 

As the slaves are mostly to be found in the 
cotton States, these contraband goods Would 
becomo spoils of war, together with all the 
real and personal estate of the secessionists, 
in pursuance of the act recently introduced 
into Congress confiscating all the property of 
the rebels, houses, lands, horses and negroes. 
The slaveholders in the revolted States num- 
ber about. ;!00,000. Their slaves number 
about 8,000,000. Their aro about 760,000 
poor whites, beads of families, in those States, 
who have no slaves and no interest in slavery. 
Let the slaves be sold to them at $25 per 
head, the pri"o of a live Yankee caught at .-ea 
by the privateers of Jefferson Davis — the 
terms to he either cash or credit to be redeem- 
ed in cotton. This sale would at once create 
a majority of Union men throughout the South, 
while it would realize a sum of seven hun- 
dred and fifty millions of dollars, which 
would pay the expenses of the war. Then 
the cotton of the present slaveholders, which 
will he found accumulated at tho seaports 
and other points, must also be seized and sold 
to England and France. The proceeds of 
this sale would give us a handsome proliuon 
tlie war. tilling the treasury and saving our 
government the necessity of taxation by rev- 
enue, or in any other shape, for years to come. 
Thus would tho war be finished, peace estab- 
lished, and the Union restored. And all this 
may be done defore the first of May, 1H62. If 
it be not done, it will only be because we have 
not the right kind of men to com] rebend the 
plan or to carry out the programme. 

Death of Thompson B. Flournoy. 

We aro grieved to announce the death of 
this gallant native Kentuckian, long a resi- 
dent of Arkansas. lie died of fever, at 

Louisville, and was inter rod in his family vault 

at the Frankfort Cemetery on Saturday last. 
He was a gentleman of prominence in Ar- 
kansas, was the first President of the Charles- 
ton Convention which nominated Douglas 
for President. Sjnce our national troubles, lie 
bore, a high commission in the Confederate 
army; and we have been told that his illness 
was brought on by his great activity of body 
and mind in the service.

Resolved, That as citizens of the State of 
New Jersey, a sovereignty always faithful to 
the compact which she entered into with the 
other States, her peers, ami which has always 
strictly sustained the Constitution, we are 
loyal to the General Government to the full 
extent of its limited and specified power*, and 
devoted to that Union which was founded on 
the consent of its creators, and ratified by the 
several States, its members. 

Resolved, That loyalty to tho Union is only 
compatible with strict fidelity to the Consti- 
tution, and that those who violate the provis- 
ions of the latter, even under the hypocritical 
pretense of preservingthe former, are enemies 
to be confronted, resisted by freemen.

Resolved, That the Constitution of the 
United States confers upon Congress alone 
the power to "raise and support armies,' and 
to "provide and maintain a navy;" and 
therefore tile President, in the proclamation 
of May 3, 1861, and the orders and action, by 
this authority, of the war and navy depart- 
ments, increasing the army and navy, and 
calling for and accepting the services of vol- 
unteers for three years without warrant of 
law, usurped powers belonging solely to Con- 
gress, and so violated tho Constitution. 

Resolved, That the right to declare a block- 
ade as against an independent power, a bel- 
ligerent right, depending upon tho existence 
of a state of war; and that as Congress, and 
Congress alone, have the power to declare or 
recognize the existence of war, the President 
lias no right to order a blockade until after Con- 
gress shall have declared or recognized war 
with the power whose portsareto bo blockaded;

has been fought at Springfield, and the Fed 
erals were routed. Look at the forced march 
of Col. Solomon s Regiment — "128 miles in 
three days." That was 41 miles per day, and 
to make that time, they must have run all 
the way : 

Yesterday evening Col. Solomon's regi- 
ment and part of Cob Seigel s command ar- 
rived from the camp of Gen. Lyon at Spring- 
field. They left that place on .Monday last, 
and performed the march to Rolla, 128 miles, 
in three days! To-morrow the remainder of Col. 

Seigel s regiment will probably arrive, also 
two Iowa regiments under Col. Bates. They 
will be disbanded there, their three months 
being up, but nearly all of the two former 
will re-enlist for tho war and reorganize. 
They report all quiet at Springfield when 
they left, and no apprehensions of an attack 
by Jackson. 

Jackson's forces aro reported as follows: 
Under General Parsons, 2,600 men ; under 
Rains, 2.O00; under McCullough, (Arkansas 
troops) 2,500. In all, about 7,000. McCul- 
lough's troops are tolerably well armed. In 
one of his regiments there are nearly three 
hundred negro slaves, doing military duty, 
and for whose services the Rebels promise to 
pay. The State rebels are very poorly armed. 
The Country which they have traversed has 
been entirely laid waste. All the stock and 
grain have been seized. Hundreds of fami- 
lies have deserted their houses, and are try- 
ing to leave the State. Many of them are 
camped round Gen. Lyon's camp in rude 
tents, where they stay for protection. 

Hundreds are daily coming in from Arkan- 
sas and Texas, driven out by the rebels. 
They represent that if the Federal Govern- 
ment would send a force and arms to arm the 
people, more than one half in both Stales 
would fight for the Union. 

The report of the killed on the Rebel 
side has been greatly understated In/ false rep- 
resentations. The people In the neighborhood 
affirm that there were at least one. thousand 
killed and wounded. Several trophies of the 
battle were brought up by the troops — sever- 
al secession flags, and a Rebel Captain's uni- 
form—and several bars of iron fired from 
Jackson's cannon. They fired, also, four and 
eight pound weights, and all sorts of slugs, 
&c.

The Retreat of the Grand Army— Terrible 

Scones. 

The Xew York Tribune's war correspon- 
dent thus describes the retreat, w ritten two 
days after the battle: 

Notwithstanding all that I had seen, it 

seemed incredible that our whole armv should 

melt away in a night, and so I remained at 
C'entreville, trusting that by the morning a 

sort of reorganization should have taken 

place, and that our front should still oppose 

the enemy. At 7 o'clock 1 started toward the 

battle-field, but, on reaching a considerable 

acclivity, was amazed to find that no vestige 

of our Iroops remained, excepting a score or 

two of straggling fugitives who followed the 

tracks of those who had gone before. While 

returning to Centreville a group of rebel 

Cavalry passed, who looked inquiringly, but 

did not question. Their conversation turned 

upon the chances of cutting off the retreat at 

Fairfax Court House. After seeking Mr. 

Ward, an artist of New York, who also lin- 
gered, I went straight to Fairfax. As we 

passed the the church used as a hospital, the 

doctors came out. and finding what was the 

condition of affairs, walked rapidly away. I 

do not wbh to say that they deserted the 

wounded They may have returned for au^ht 

that I know. The road leading from Centre- 
ville to Germnritown was filled with marks of 

the ruinous retreat. At the outskirts of the 

village thousands of dollars worth of proper- 
ty lay wrecked and abandoned, in one held 

a quantity of powder had been thrown. A 

woman of apparently hum hie condition stop- 
ped us and asked us if we meant to h ave it 

for the use of the enemy. We explained that 

we could not well take it with us, upon which 

she vehemently insisted that it should he 

blown up before we left. But the experiment 

of blowing up a thousand pounds of powder 

was not an agreeable task to set ourselves, 

and we trusted rather to the rain, which fell 

heavily, for its destruction. Another woman 

stood by the roadside with the tears running 

down her brown cheeks, asking all who passed if 

(hey were hungry, and offering them food. 

" God help you all, " she said, as some of the 

wounded limped by her. We passed now 

and then groups of disabled men, who had 

forgotten their injuries in their fear, and had 

striven to drag themselves along by theircom- 

paniom». Some of them still streamed with 

blood, and yet would wrench themselves for- 
ward with all the power they could command. 

The destruction of property seemed to have 

increased at every mile. Baggage wagons 

were overturned, ambulances broken in pieces, 

weapons of every kind cast off. Horses lav 

dead and dying. Food was heaped about the 

wayside. Jiatr- of corn andoats were trodden 

into the ground. Files of clothing were scat- 
tered at all sides. In many places the dis- 
carded goods and equipments wero ranged 

bresjlf high, and stood like monuments 

erected by our own bands to own our shame. 
At Fairfax I bad hoped to find a rallying 

place, and could hardly believe that the fib'ht 

had gone even beyond this. But the village 

was deserted, excepting by native prowlers, 

who were ransacking the emptied contents of 
our baggage wage, lis. and whoscowled savage- 
ly enough at the fugitives who sought among 
them a temporary shelter from tho storm. 

Beyond Fairfax the marks of destruction were 
less frequent, though tho stream of tin re- 1 
treat grew even stronger. Along the main 
road the Hying kept their way in something 
like a continuous line, dividing only at the 
turnpike which leads to Arlington, into which 
■Otne diverged, whileothers moved on to Alex- | 
andria. Three miles from the Long Bridge J 
1 earne upon the rear of Blenkers Brigade, 
Stuhcl's German Rifles still holding the hind- f 
most position, anil the other two regiments, ' 
BtOingehr's and the Garibaldi Guard, moving I 
in order before them. Still in advance of] 
these was the DeKalb regiment, also intact. 
But beyond all was tumult again, and even to 
the city itself the wretched disorder and con- j 
fusion bad reached 

I was told that a few regiments beside the 1 
throe faithful ones of Blenker s Brigade, had 
Come in in fair ord 'r; and they were the 2d 
and 8d Michigan, and the Massachusetts 1st. 
of Richardson s Brigade, I should be glad if 
it were so. The Massachusetts men won more 
honor on Thursday than should have been 
recklessly sacriliced so soon after. But this 
is their own statement. I did not see them 
arrayed upon the field to resist the tempest 
that swept through our ranks, and I am still 
unaware that any part of the army evaded 
that dreadful panic, excepting the three regi- 
ments whose honest claims to the gratitude of 
the country I have endeavored to assert. * 

The secret of that panic will perhaps never 
be known. All essay to explain it, and all fail. 
AYhcther Gen. McDowell did or did not give 
an order to Retreat, I cannot say of mv own 
knowledge. I am assured by one who was 
w ith him that he did; and by others that he 
also failed to preserve his self-control. If 
this be so, we shall know of it in time, but all 
we can now be sure of is the afflicting fact of 
our utter and absolute rout. How nearly 
one great object of the day had been accom- 
plished may be understood when it is known 
that Gen. Tyler and Gen. McDowell had act- 
ually met. Many who came into battle with 
Col. Bentzclrrmn and Col. Hunter fled by tho 
ro:.d over which Gen. Tyler had advanced. 
In the race from a fancied danger, all divisions 
and all regiments aro mingled. 

There was not even an attempt to cover the 
retreat of Tyler's division. With Hentzel- 
roan'a it was Setter, Lieut. Drummond's caval- 
ry troops keeping firm line, and protecting the 
artillery until its abandonment was impera- 
tively ordered. The extent of tho disor " 
was unlimited. Regulars and volunteers 
shared it alike. A mere fraction of our ar- 
tillery was saved. Whole batteries' were left 
upon the field, and the cutting off of others 
was ordered when the guns had already been 
brought tw> miles or more from the battle- 
ground, and were as safe as they would be in 
New York at this moment. A "perfect frenzy 
was upon almost every man. Some cried pit- 
eously to be lifted behind those who rode on 
horses, and others sought to clamber into 
wagons, the occupants resisting them with 
bayonets. All son.-e of manhood seemed to 
he forgotten. I hope, and I am sure 
there were exceptions, but I am speak- 
ing of the rule with the mass. Drivers 
of heavy wagons dashed down the steep 
road, reckless of the lives they endangered on 
the way. Even the sentiment of shame had 
gone. Some of the better men tried to with- 
stand the rush, and cried out against the fly- 
ing groups, calling them "cowards, paltroons, 
brutes,'' and reviling thein for so degrading 

themselves, especially when i nemy was 

near. Insensible to tho epithets, the' runa- 
ways only looked relieved and sought renew- 
ed assurance that their ;niagined pursuers 
were not upon thorn. Every impediment to 
flight was set aside.

Thou will be the time tor 
reverting to the prt eedents which occurred at the 
formation and adt p'lon of the t'onstitution, lo form 
again a mere perfect Cnion. by dissolving that which 
could no longer bind, and to bare the separated 
parts to be reaaitad by the law uf political cruvitu- 
tion to tbe center." 

Sir. if it was not treason in John Quincy 
Adams to utter that sentiment, is it troascn 
In a bumble Representative from Kentucky 
who now urges upon you the same policy? 
Why. sir, 1 might stand here and quote from 
tho leading »tatesmen of the country by the 
hour in support of the same sentiment. I 
might refer to the leading journals of the 
North to the same point, if time permitted. 
I will, however, but read a sentence from one 
man who has put me upon the "roll of in- 
famy ;" and I will do him tho justice to say 
that he has more brains and more power in 
the North than any twenty of the Represen- 
tatives upon the Republican side of this House 
— I menu Horace Greeley; and I repeat that 
ho wields more power now at the North than 
any other single man north of Mason and 
Dixon's line. Here is what he said : 

"Whenever a considerable section of our Union 
shall deliberately resolve lo go out. we shall resist 
r 11 coercive measures designed to keop it in. We 
hope nev er to lire in a KVpublic whereof one section 
is pinned to tbe residue by bayonets." 

I have en- 
deavored, in a respectful and I trust courte- 
ous but bold language, to enter my protest 
against this series of measures. I have en- 
deavored to give reasons why I. us one of 
the Representatives from the State of Ken- 
tucky, could not vote for them; and I will 
close my remarks by stilting the substance of 
a statement made by my venerable col- 
league [Mr. Crittenden] when a candidate 
for Congress, just beftire the election, in a 
spot eh made nt Lexington. He said — and 1 
am here to stand by hi in in the declaration, 
for 1 indorse every word — thut it would be 
the duty of the South to make propositions 
of peace; and should the South fail to do so, 
then it would be the duty of the North to sub- 
mit to the people of the southern Slates 
proposition for a peaceful solution of our na- 
tional troubles; and should thev fail in that, 
he would neither vote men nor money to carry 
on this war. 

I state this from a report which appeared 
in the Lexington Obt-erver; and if it !*■ er- 
roneous 1 do not know it. He said that if 
neither was done, then Kentucky, poising her- 
self in her proud position of neutrality, should 
stand by and maintain it. 

Sir, I indorse those sentiments, nnd stand 
by them to-day. If it be treason, then make 
the most of it; for they are Bay sentiments. 

I have voted against all these war measures; 
I have voted against every proposition that 
looked to a prosecution of this war, nnd the 
creation of a public debt that will require 
centuries to relieve us from. My colleagues 
have pursued a different course. They have 
thought that they would best promote tbe 
true interests of Kentucky and of tho coun- 
try by giving their votes to all these wur 
measures and large appropriations of money, 
and have invariably sustained tho Adminis- 
tration in its recommendations. I do not 
complain; I do not find fault. They act upon 
their individual responsibility; so do I. 

Mr. Chairman. I have repeatedly called the 
yeas and nays upon these inea-ures, but have 
invariably failed to procure them. Bills ap- 
propriating hundreds of millions are intro- 
duced; put under the operution of tho pre- 
vious question, which cuts off all discus-ion; 
and when you ask those who pass them to 
give us a record vote, they refuse. Are gen- 
tlemen afraid to let the country see how they 
voted ? Aro they afraid to make up this re- 
Cord for future reference? 

In conclusion, sir, as one of the Represen- 
tatives of Kentucky, I here enter my solemn 
protest against that State being called upon 
to furnish one man or being taxed to furnish 
one dollar of money to carry on this war. 
She has had no agency in bringing iton; she has 
protested again-t it in every form ; her peo- 
ple are to-day opposed to it ; and I will not 
consent, by any act of mine, that her people, 
l'.,r generations to come, shall be taxed to pay 
the expenses of this war.

XXXVIITH CONGRESS -Called Session. 

WamiisgioN, Aug. 2. 

Sen atk.— The bill confiscating Rebel pro- 
perty was recommitted to the Committee on 
Judiciary by a vote of (is) against 48. 

The Senate then took up the Tariff bill as 
amended by the llott-e, and also the Direct 
Tax bill. TbeSenate Committee were of tbe 
Opinion that the two bad better be united. 
They therefore took up the Direct Tax bill 
and the Route pasted it with unessential alter- 
ations, and then the Income Tux proposition 
of the Senate. Tho report of the Committee 
of Confereueo Wat concurred iu — oil against 
39. 

Mr. Birgluim. fi"m the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, reported a bill to puni-h certain crimes. 
It proposed that recruiting in any State or 
Territory, for service in any army hostile to 
the I'nited State . i e considered a high miede- 
mennor, piinisha ilt' with a flue of from S'JOO 
to SI, 0(H), and imprisonment of from one to 
five years. The bill punishes similarly those 
who thus enlist, with those who by words, 
writing, or publication encourage the enlist- 
ments. The bill pussed. 

Adjourned. 

AYasiiinoton, August 3. 
Senate — Mr. Kennedy offered the fol- 
lowing resolution from the Maryland Legis- 
lature : 

Whereas. Ross AV'inans, while in the dis- 
charge of his official duty, was arbitrarily and 
illegally arretted on highway by force of arms 
by the Federal Government, and sundry other 
citizens of Maryland wore seized by the same 
despotic authority in violation of all their 
personal rights as citizens of Maryland; and 
whereas, the unconstitutional and arbitrary 
acts of the Government arc not confined to 
the property of no man i-safe, the sanctity of 
no dwel'ing is respected, and the sacredness 
of private correspondence no longer exists ; 
whereas the House of l)elcgates does not wish 
bi-tory to record the overthrow of all public 
rights without the record of their indignant 
protest of resentment against such acts of 
Presidential t yranny, usurpation, and outrages 
by the Federal Government. 

After long discussion as to whether the re- 
solution should be received, it was finally or- 
dered to be printed. 

Mr. King offered a resolution that the Sec- 
retary of war la- recommended to pay the 
volunteers monthly, whenever practicable. 
Agreed to. 

The re-olution fixing the time of the ad- 
journment was taken up. 

Mr. McCUroard moved to fix the time to 
Tuesday. Aug. 0, nt 12 M. Agreed to. 

A resolution was then passed to adjourn on 
that day, at that hour. 

On motion of Mr. Nelson, the bill to in- 
crease the Enginecer corps was taken up and 
passed. 

Mr. .Morrill ntovd to take up tho bill sup- 
plementary to the act to protect the com- 
merce of the 17. ,8. 

Agreed to, and the bill passed. 

Mr. Trumbull reported from Judiciary 
Committee, a bill relating to the Judicial 
districts of Missouri and Kentucky, with a 
motion to postpone until December next. 

This led to a long discussion in regard to 
the loyalty of Judge Monroe, of Kentucky, 
in which Messrs. Lane, of Ind., Powell, 
Baker. Breckinridge, McDougal, Polk, Harris, 
and" others participated. 

The Senate adjourned. 

llovsK. — Mr. Blair, from the Committee 
on Military Affairs, reported a bill to increase 
the efficiency of the Topographical corpa. It 
empowers the President to add to that corps 
two Lieutenant-Colonels, and four Mnjois. 
and one company of soldiers to be command- 
ed by a competent officer. 

Mr. Win, from the same committee, report- 
ed back the bill to promote ihe efficiency of 
volunteer forces, authorizing the President to 
discharge from the services uny commissioned 
volunteer officer for incapacity, inefficiency, 
misconduct, or neglect of dutv. The com- 
mittee reported a substitute, and apply the 
principle uUo to ihe officers of the regular 
army. 

In the course of n debate on this hill, after 
«ome remarks of Mr. Burnett, of Kentucky, i 
Mr. Olin laid Mr. Burnett was known to be a 
warm sympathizer v ith tho-o in rebellion. 

Mr. Burnett n spoudcii that if the gentle- | 
man wnnted to know whether he sympathized 
with those among whom he was born, and who | 
regarded the war as having been forced upon I 
them and would mike pence to-morrow, he t 
answered in tho atl rmutive, and they could | 
make the most of it. 

The bill authorizing the President to dis- 
charge any military officer for incapacity. 
&c, was laid on tbe table. 

The House took up the Senate resolution 
providing for a joint committee of both 
House- t.t wait on the President nnd request 
him to set apart a day of public humiliation, 
fasting, and prayer, and supplications for the 
success of our arms and tho restoration of 
peace. 

Mr. Stevens, from the Committee on Ways 
ami Means, reported buck the Senate amend- 
ments to the bill making appropriations for 
the enrollment and organizing of volunteers, 
it., with an amendment thereto appropriat- 
ing S-'o.oilii.noi). 

Mr. Bingham, from the Judiciary, reported 
back the Senate bill to confiscate property 
used tor insurrectionary purposes, with an 
amendment, in substance, that, whenever, du- 
ring the present insurrection, any person held 
to service or labor shall be employed in mili- 
tary or naval service, intrenchments, &c, the 
person to whom such labor or service is due 
shall forfeit his claim to the same. 

Mr. Holmnn moved to lay the bill on tho 
table — negatived by 47 against 26. 

The House concurred in the Scnntc's 
amendments to the House resolution fixing 
Tuesday next for the adjournment of Con- 

gress. 

The consideration of the Confiscation bill 
was then resumed, and the question stood on 
acreeing to the amendment reported by Mr. 
Bingham. 

The bill was then pn«sed by 60 against 48. 

The Speaker laid before the House a mes- 
sage from the President in answer to the res- 
olution adopted . ct terday inclosing a dispatch 
received at the V. S. Military Telegraph Of- 
fice, August 1st, from Hon. Alfred Ely. dated 
Richmond, saying he was a prisoner at Rich- 
mond. 

Mr. Conkling offered n resolution request- 
ing inquiry into charges against J. E. Har- 
vey, and read a letter from him dated Lisbon, 
July 14th. denying the charges made against 
him. The resolution was adopted. 

House adjourned.

Tho Opinion of Bishop Andrews of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South. 

We publish below the opinion of Bishop 
Andrews, one of the ablest and best men of 
the Methodist Church, Smith. Will any one 
listen to what he suys? Are the people of the ' 
North perfectly bliiid? Will they hear to no | 
reason ? Will they ruin themselves and blast 
tba brightest hopes of tbe world, by a bitter i 
fratricidal war The pleasure of whipping I 
tho South, as it is so often termed by cow ards, 
who talk big at home, and burn Da via in effi- | 
gy, and shoot at a bag of rags, where there is i 
no danger of being shot, unless il be in the 
neck, is a pleasure too dearly purchased. But I 
the opinion, rend it: 

"To return to the war, whieh is the all ab- 
sorbing theme of thought and speech. Our 
people intend to fight lo tho death for I heir 
homes and their altars, and should Lincoln's 
forces succeed in w hipping the South, which 
jeems to be the pet phrase now so freely used 
by our enemies in reference to us, it will have 
been a costly victory and will ruin them. 

" But there is little fear of success,. First, 
because our cause is righteous. Second, the 
people of the South, thanks to Lincoln's folly 
and perfidy, lire now very nearly a unit. Third, 
we are fighting at home, and for home; we 
ask only to be permitted to govern ourselves, 
for we wish to relieve our kite associate* from 
all participation in the sin which hassosorclv 
troubled their consciences. Fourth, we have 
soldiers enough, an army made up of the very 
best material, and commanded by officers sec- 
ond to none on earth: and. finally and above 
all, we look up to Christ's direction and bless- 
ing. A great number of soldiers arc Christian 
men. who are not ashamed to confess it iu the 
camp, and every day thousands of prayers go 
up to Him, invoking His guidance and aid. 
In many of our churches prayer meetings are 
being constantly held iu behalf of the coun- 
try, and our sons and husbands and brothers 
on the tented fields, and He will hear and an- 
swer. — Fort Dodijc (lown) Deni. 

Kentucky Neutrality. 

The prote-ts against the neutrality position 
assumed by Kentucky, at the beginning of the 
war. whieh were so rife in Republican mouths 
and Republican presses, have ceased to weary 
the public ear.

Proclamation of the Governor. 

Whereas, numerous applications have been 
made to me from many good citizens of this 
Commonwealth, praying me to issue a procla- 
mation forbidding the march of any forces of 
this or any other State or States over our soil, 
to make an apprehended attack upon the 
Federal forces at Cairo, in Illinois, or to dis- 
turb any otherwise the peaceful attitude of 
Kentucky with reference to the deplorable 
war now waging between the United States 
and the Confederate States. And whereas, 
numerous applications from like good citizens 
of this Commonwealth have also been made 
to me, praying mo to issue a proclamation 
forbidding the occupation of any post or place, 
or the march over our sacred soil by anv 
force of the United State- for any purpose. 
And whereas, it is made fully c: iilont, by 
every indication of public sentiment, that ft 
is the determined purpose of the good people 
of Kentucky to maintain, with touruteoiu 
11 ram est, tho fixed position of self-defense, 
proposing or intending no invasion or ag- 
gn --iun towards any other State or States, 
forbidding the quartering of troops upon her 
soil by either of the hostile sections, but sim- 
ply standing aloof from an unnatural, horrid 
and lamentable strife, for tho existence of 
which Kentucky, neither by thought, word, 
nor act, is in any wise responsible. And 
whereas, the policy thus recommended by so 
many of my fellow-citizens of all political 
leanings, is, in mv judgment, wise, peaceful, 
safe, and honorable, and the most likely to 
preserve peace and amity between the neigh- 
boring bordering States on both shores of the 
Ohio river, and protect Kentucky, generally, 
from the ravages of a deplorable war. And 
whereas, tho arms distributed to the ' State 
Guard," composed as it is of gentlemen 
equally conscientious and honest, who enter- 
tain the opinions of both parties, are not to 
lie used against (he J-'ederol (jwcnimenl nor the 
Con/ei/erale States, but to resist nnd prevent 
encroachments upon her soil, her rights, her 
honor, and her sovereignty by either of the 
belligerent parties, and to preserve the peace, 
safety, prosperity, and happiness and strict 
neutrality of her peopte, in the hope she may 
soon have an opportunity to become a suc- 
cessful mediator between them; and in order 
to remove the unfounded distrust aud suspi- 
cions of purposes to force Kentucky out of the 
Union*, at the point of the bayonet — which may 
have been strongly and wickedly engendered 
in the public mind in regard to my own posi- 
tion and that of the "State Guard." 

How, therefore, I, HKHIAI1 MAGOFFIN, 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, and Commander-in-Chief of all her 
military forces, on land or water, have issued 
this my proclamation, hereby notifying and 
warning all other Slates, whether separate or 
united, and especially the "I'niteu States" 
and the "Confederate Slates," that I solemnly 
forbid any movement upon the soil of Ken- 
tucky or the occupation of any port, post, or 
place whatever within the lawful boundary 
and jurisdiction of this State, by any of the 
forces under the orders of the States afore- 
said, for any purpose whatever, until author- 
ized by invitation or permission of the Leg- 
islative and Executive authorities of this 
State previously granted. 1 al.-o hereby especi- 
ally and solemnly forbid all good citizens of this 
Commonwealth, whether incorporated in the 
"State Guard" or otherwise, making any war- 
like; <>r hostile demonstrations whaUTeragalnst 
any of the authorities aforesaid, earnestly re- 
questing all citizens, civil nnd military, to be 
obedient hereto; to bo obedient to the laws 
and lawful orders of—both the civil nnd mili- 
tary authorities; to remain when off military 
duty quietly and peaceably at their homes, 
pursuing their wonted lawful avocations; to re- 
frain all words and acts likely to engender 
hot blood' and provoke collision; to pursue 
such a line of wise conduct as will promote 
pence and tranquility, and a sense of safely 
and security, and thus keep far away from our 
beloved land and people the deplorable ca- 
lamities of invasion; but at the same time earn- 
estly counseling my fellow-citizens of Ken- 
tucky to make prompt ihid etlicient prepara- 
tions to assume the armor and attitude pre- 
scribed by the paramount and supreme law 
of self-defense — and strictly of self-defense 
alone; praying Almighty God to have us ever- 
more in his holy keeping, and to preserve 
us in peace, prosperity, and security for- 
ever.
